DOWN IN THE TUBE 

On Friday morning, Jimmy Fallon was seen 
riding the Hamptons Subway between 
Amagansett and East Hampton filming the 
stations whizzing by with his film crew. He is 
going to use it on his late night show, but it is 
not clear how. Regular riders between those 
stations at that time were asked to sign waivers 
to allow them to be on the show. Nobody 
refused. Academy Award Winner Mercedes 
Ruehl was seen on the subway riding between 
Springs and East Hampton that same night. 


PUTIN STATUE 

Employees of the subway were baffled last 
week when a seven-foot-tall bronze statue of 
Vladimir Putin arrived in Westhampton Beach 
and was set on the platform there. As Donald 
Trump now owns 25% of the shares of stock in 
Hamptons Subway, and as he raises the stakes 


in an attempt to buy the rest, it is believed 
that Trump ordered the statue sent there. 
After it was up a day, it was sent back to the 
White House marked “refused.” Commissioner 
Aspinall says no statue of Putin is welcome on 
the system while he remains in charge.

At the end, Julia and 
her new husband, assistant subway bookkeeper 
Charlie Bispinall, went up the escalator to be 
whisked away by a Hampton Jitney bus that 
took them to Stratton Mountain where they 
intend to honeymoon.

CAT SURFING EVENT SHUT DOWN 

After receiving complaints from animal rights 
activists, the Hamptons Police descended 
last weekend upon what was billed as a 
charity event being held on a popular surfing 
beach on the South Fork. The event, promoted 
under the title Cats Surf for a Cause, was 
ostensibly taking place to raise money for 
charity—although none of the promotional 
materials specified what charity or charities 
stood to benefit. Police found several hundred 
people gathered on the beach, many of them 
engaged in tethering cats onto surfboards and 
maneuvering the surfboards out into the waves. 


“This was not like when you put a dog on a 
surfboard,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Many dogs like to swim, and they 
don’t mind getting wet. If they’re into it, they'll 
even stand on a surfboard of their own free will. 
Cats—forget about it. You should have seen 
the struggles people were going through to get 
these cats firmly secured to these surfboards.” 
According to Hirsch, police remained on the 
beach for several hours closely observing the 
activities, and they questioned the event’s 
organizers closely. “I can’t answer for the entire 
event, but in the time that we were there, as far 
as we could tell, all of the cats that were pushed 
out to ride a wave were safely recovered on 
shore. As to suffering or injuries, | would say 
that the bulk of the medical treatment we 
witnessed was being administered to these 
cats’ handlers—in the process of tying those 
cats down, some of them got seriously roughed 
up by some claws.” In the end, Hirsch says, the 
police concluded that the event’s organizers 
and participants were not in violation of any 
laws, and they allowed Cats Surf for a Cause to 
proceed without interruption. 


DIP IN HELICOPTER COMPLAINTS LEADS TO 
ALARMING DISCOVERY 

Noting a dip in complaints about helicopter 
noise in the vicinity of local airports, officials 
last month ordered an investigation. “Usually 
we get more complaints at this time of the 
year, sO we were confused,” says Bruce Taub, 
who oversees the Complaints Department for 
local airports. According to Taub, phone calls 
were placed to numerous households within a 
five-mile radius of the airports, to little avail. 
“Nobody picked up the phones, which we 
thought was weird.” Officials were thus forced 
to send investigators to the homes in person. 
And that’s when things got even weirder, says 
Taub. “Our investigators knocked and knocked 
at the doors, and there was no response— 
even when there were people inside. Taub 
has concluded, from this evidence, that large 
swaths of residents of the South Fork have 
mysteriously gone deaf. More investigations are 
to follow. ga

Airport to Be Built Offshore Southampton to Allow Private Choppers 


BY DAN RATTINER 


his week started out with terrible news 

BR. about the East Hampton Airport. An appeals 

court judge ruled that the temporary injunction 

that keeps the town’s loud aircraft ordinances 

at bay be made permanent. Thus helicopter 

chatter continues. This is on top of the Supreme 
Court refusing to hear their case. 

But then, this morning, Donald Trump 
announced in a tweet he is going to spend 
$40 billion of the new expanded military budget 
on building an artificial island with an airstrip 
off the coast of Southampton. 

“I will not allow this fishy North Korean 
dictator to sneak up behind us and attack 
our shores from the east,” he tweeted. “This 
beautiful new island will protect where all the 
wealthy in America spend their summers.” 

He also announced that a new artificial island 
is to be built off the coast of Palm Beach 
where the wealthy winter. His spokesperson, 
Sarah Huckabee Sanders, in confirming this 


development, has said that yes, part of the 


airport will be available for domestic use. 

“The president told me,” Sanders said, “he 
is aware of the problems at the East Hampton 
Airport. He certainly has dealt with these aircraft 
noise problems above Mar-a-Lago in Palm Beach 
where he and other billionaires winter. He used 
the phrase ‘two birds with one stone,’ a rather 
unfortunate turn of phrase, but that’s just the 


president. He will go ahead with this for those two 
reasons, to protect the country and to help with 
noise abatement. Local people are among his 
biggest supporters.” 

It is also true that billionaires contributed 
mightily to Trump’s campaign. And at least 
one billionaire, Ronald K. Coopman, says that 
the billionaires have been leaning on Trump 
to get this done. “We all are deeply moved by 
the plight of the local people living under the 
noise of aircraft coming and going here. Every 
time I chopper out, I pray we can get in without 
having to go around in circles to wait our turn 
for too long.” 

Coopman also said that landing on this new 
and as yet unnamed island would be a great 
comfort to him and his friends. 

“We will be under the wing of the greatest 
and mightiest military in the world,” he said. He 
also commented on the relatively lax security at 
the East Hampton Airport when he lands there. 
Usually it is just two policemen, he says. 

Construction will begin before the ocean 
begins to freeze over this winter. It will involve 
a great deal of drilling down into the seabed to 
anchor the island in place. A great deal of dirt 
will be brought in (by ship) to be dumped as a 
foundation for the island. Sand and trees will be 
brought in. There will also be a beach on the 
ocean side of the island for bathers and surfers. 
Specially trained Navy SEALs will operate 
as lifeguards. 


One runway will be for the military and 
another for the public—so neither will delay 
the other. In addition, the whole place will 
be bristling with anti-missile missiles so that 
any incoming Korean nuclear weapons will be 
exploded harmlessly offshore, well out from 
both Southampton and the new island. 

High-speed ferryboats will take civilian 
passengers arriving at the island to docks, 
located on the existing jetty that sticks out 
into the sea from alongside the Southampton 
Bathing Association. Onshore, there will be 
parking for fleets of limousines and _ private 
cars. Pick-up for passengers will be just as 
convenient as it has been for those who’ve been 
coming in via East Hampton Airport. 

Military hardware, ammunition and supplies 
will be brought in’ by air. The military will use 
the same method as they do in the Middle East. 

When the island and its runways open in 
2018, a special effort will be made by the federal 
government to create jobs for local people, 
particularly local people who will have lost their 
jobs when the East Hampton Airport becomes a 


public park. In the preliminary plan for the new 


island, the source of power is to be coal, which 
is in great abundance underground in America, 
particularly just offshore of the Hamptons. The 
locals can dig for coal and operate the furnaces. 

“I don’t think my friends are going to be 
happy about this,” said Coopman. “Particularly 
if the wind blows the smoke the wrong way.” &&

signing in the garden afterwards. Signees will 
include authors Gail Sheehy, Dava Sobel, Daniel 
Simone and others. There will be wine and 
other drinks and light fare from Southampton 
Social Club and Union Cantina, complimentary 
to all who attends the awards ceremony. 

Among those assembling in the Green 
Room at the John Drew Theater will be those 
giving the keynote speeches—Pulitzer Prize 
finalist Dava Sobel, who authored such best- 
sellers as Galileo’s Daughter and Longitude, 
and award-winning author Gail Sheehy, who 
wrote the transformative work Passages—plus 
hardworking judges Daniel Simone (author of 
The Pierre Hotel Affair) and Professor Andrew 
Botsford of Stony Brook University. And the 
acclaimed actress who will read the winning 
entries to the audience—Academy Award 
winner Melissa Leo.

ithout a doubt, the most beautiful 

beach pavilion in the Hamptons is Main 
Beach in East Hampton. It is an old-fashioned 
wood-shingle structure spreading out about 
80 feet along the back of the beach. There 
is a main office to get information and used 
paperback books, beach lockers and cabanas, a 
luncheonette, bathrooms, a lifeguard equipment 
storage facility, a foot shower and a great 
windswept covered wooden deck along the 
ocean side where people can sit in the shade 
under a porch roof and watch the beachgoers 
on the beach. 

In many ways, it is a beautiful public Victorian 
mansion. Everyone loves it. The lifeguards 
and beach boys raise the American flag up the 
50-foot flagpole every morning, after which the 
tables and chairs are put out under the awning. 
Main Beach is open for the day. 

I am not sure when the Main Beach pavilion 
was originally built. 1 think, however, it is about 
a hundred years old. It’s been rebuilt—stick 
by stick, exactly as is—several times since. It 
gets weathered by fog, wind and salt and it just 
needs that occasional total re-creation. 

When | first got here in the 1950s as a 
teenager, this beach and pavilion were for 
everybody. There were no beach stickers and 
no pay-to-park places. There were not so many 
people in town back then. 


Pavilions 


The Joys of Beach Pavilions & the Need for a New One in the Hamptons 


I always loved going to Main Beach in those 
days. It was also special because although 
there were several other beach pavilions in 
the Hamptons—one in Southampton, one 
in Hampton Bays and one in Westhampton 
Beach—none of those were as grand and 
welcoming as this one. 

Today, only the residents of the Village of 
East Hampton, a small section of East Hampton 
Township that extends from the new East 
Hampton Town Hall to the Airport turnoff, 
are eligible to get beach stickers to go to this 
beach. For others, there is a parking lot where 
the cost is $30 a day—if it isn’t full—but that’s 
only Monday through Friday. Weekends it is 
restricted to just Village Residents. 

I’m a resident of Springs. |] am not welcome 
at Main Beach anymore. And the fact is that 
the people of Amagansett, Pantigo, Wainscott, 
Northwest, Napeauge and Montauk, comprising 
a population of about 60,000 in the summer (vs. 
6,000 for the Village of East Hampton), are left 
without any ocean beach pavilion whatsoever. 
This is for a stretch from Main Beach to the 
Lighthouse—a distance of 28 miles. It is amazing 
that the town has not acted to address this. 

I should note that the town of Southampton 
has addressed this problem. There is the 
Ponquogue Beach pavilion in Hampton Bays. 
And there is the public county beach at 
Cupsogue on Dune Road with a pavilion. 

This lapse is particularly glaring in Montauk, 


which is part of East Hampton Township. There 
is a parking lot at Kirk Park Beach, which 
has bathrooms as a centerpiece. And there 
is another bathhouse at Ditch Plains, also 
just bathrooms. For food, there are the beach 
trucks. That’s it. 

In Amagansett, there are two ocean beaches 
that welcome residents, but neither Atlantic 
Avenue nor Indian Wells has a pavilion. 

I should point out that there are a dozen or 
more road endings throughout the Hamptons 
where people can walk out onto the beach. 
Some have bathhouses, others just porta 
potties. A few have parking lots. What I am 
talking about is a proper, comfortable beach 
pavilion, particularly one from which you 
can look out to the ocean—where you can get 
out of the rain, sit in a shaded area and enjoy 
the breeze. 

East Hampton Town should build a proper 
beach pavilion on the dunes at Kirk Park in 
Montauk. Currently, there is a mile-long stretch 
of beach in Napeague that the oceanfront 
homeowners there have tried to take under 
their control—so far without success—and 
there are discussions underway whereby, if the 
Town loses, they might be able to get it back 
by eminent domain and build a public beach 
facility there. Do it. Even if you win. And build 
a wonderful beach pavilion where you could 
buy a lobster roll or ice cream cone and sit on a 
deck under a roof and enjoy the scene. &&

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Thoughts Awaiting for the Eclipse of the Sun

FT otal eclipses of the sun take place so 
infrequently where people can see them 
that their occurance can really refocus us on 
what being on earth is all about. The last total 
eclipse that crossed America was 99 years ago. 

The moon casts a full-darkness shadow of the 
sun as it moves across the earth in a swath that 
is just 70 miles wide and lasts no more than two 
minutes in any one place. Inside that moving 
spot, the moon, because it is so much closer 
to us, appears larger than the sun viewed from 
the surface of the earth there. No light or heat 
gets through. 

The eclipse makes landfall in Oregon and 


drops off the shore of South Carolina and back 
into the sea. Here we are in the Hamptons, 
some 700 miles from that. As a result, we will 
get only a three quarters eclipse. The light will 
begin dimming as the moon arrives, then dim 
further to its darkest time for the two minutes 
the moon covers the sun, then slowly restores. 
The moon moves away. The sunshine returns. 

In the past, when a phenomenon such as 
this came along, those declaring themselves 
in touch with God jumped up and claimed 
they knew it was coming and it was a message 
from God—which they then imparted to the 
anxious crowds. 

In those times, people would bow down 
to these messengers. Legends would grow 


comfortable. 
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up around them. Religions would be started. 
Soon people would be talking about many of 
these events, all miraculous, all proving that 
God exists. 

It is fair to say that more death and 
destruction has occurred because of these 
religions declaring themselves the only one in 
tune with the creator, who, in addition, insists 
that others who don’t believe be struck down. 

It’s a good sell. But as we now know, there is a 
scientific explanation for many of these things, 
and so skeptics now claim they are proof that 
God does not exist. 

It is certainly understandable that one could 
conclude this. But it is not accurate. It only 
proves that in certain instances, where the 
proof of God’s existence was supposed to be 
shown, it wasn’t. The Shroud of Turin is a good 
example of this. It was said it was woven in 
the first century C.E., but now carbon dating 
tells us it was woven between the 13th and 
14th century. But blame the messenger, not 
God. The messenger is the charlatan, or the 
fool who declared himself the intermediary. 

It’s also possible, though, that there have 
been unusual signs that DO speak to God’s 
existence and no one has come upon them. 
Perhaps there is another shroud that WAS 
woven in the first century. A negative does not 
prove a positive. 

Most of us, and I am one, want to both believe 
that there is a God who was responsible for 
creating what we have in this universe, and to 
think we do see the proof of it in what we think 
are unmistakable ways. 

Look around you. Look at the great ospreys 
swoop down to pick up their prey. Look at the 
tumultuous crash of a waterfall. Look at the 
amazing shape of a single drop of water as it 
drips. Look at the incredibleness of a fish as big 
as a house that’s washed up on the beach. Look 
at friendship, passion, music, children, the 
horizon, the clouds in the sky and the breeze 
waving the grass in a field and tell me this 
isn’t proof to you personally that somebody or 
something must have made all this. 

The darkness that is the 70-mile diameter 
spot carries this moon shadow along as it 
circles the Earth is the powerpoint to this. 

They say that as the darkness descends, even 
for this two-minute period, the electric grid 
will falter and require assistance from other 
forms of electric power generation. Otherwise 
electricity will go out. And civilization will be at 
risk. As it happens so infrequently, not all the 
solar panel people locked into the grid planned 
for it. But because everyone knows ahead 
of time that it’s coming, everyone will rally 
around. And the solar panel part of electricity 
will return shortly. @&

Lurching Back to an Earlier, More Conservative Time

he biggest news this week—besides the 

exhortations about wiping out North Korea 
with the biggest fire and fury attack the world 
has ever seen, or the encirclement of Guam to 
drive out the American fleet with smoke—was 
the news about Taylor Swift’s butt. 

Several years ago, at a meet and greet before 
a concert in Denver, Taylor Swift stood up to 
have her picture taken next to a local radio host 
by the name of David Mueller, and afterwards 
she claimed he had grabbed her butt cheek 
from behind. 

Mueller was escorted from Swift’s concert, 
her team gave a photo of the alleged incident to 
the radio station (it doesn’t show him touching 
her, though it does show his hand behind her, 
just below her waist), and two days later he 
was fired. 

It’s big news because this event went to trial 
last week. Mueller claimed the allegations were 
false and was suing her, her mother and her 
management team for $3 million for damaging 
his career. She countersued, accusing him of 


assault and battery and wanting the case to — 


serve “as an example to other women who 
may resist publicly reliving similar outrageous 
and humiliating acts.” Her lawyers submitted 
17 articles, university studies and academic 
papers to the court on sexual harassment and 
violence. The judge, showing a surprisingly 
level head, threw out the case against Swift 
last week, awarded her a dollar, but did allow 
lawyers to continue to lock horns in the case 
against her mother and management team. 

I expect that as much as a million dollars 


will be spent on these lawyers. Years ago, a 


woman would turn around and slap a man who 
did that. And a man facing such allegations 
would walk away and, if he actually did it, learn 
from the experience. 

Also in the news this week is word that Trump 
wants to cut back on the help provided to save 
the sage grouse (the bird); and that in Illinois, 
officials are considering a quarter-billion-dollar 
plan to keep Asian carp (a fish) from getting 
into Lake Michigan. It will include underwater 
noises to scare the carp, great underwater 
gates that can open and close, water jets and 
an electric barrier. 

I bring this all up because the whole issue 


of “rights” and “freedoms” are in the news 
these days. Some of them are good for us. 
Some of them are way over the top. Someday 
soon someone will shout fire in a crowded 
theater (freedom of speech), causing a 
frightened person to sue the builder of the 
movie theatre for pain and suffering and win 
millions of dollars. 

Interestingly, this morning I received an email 
from one of my old high school classmates 
quoting an essay about what things were like 
when we were little kids growing up in the 
1940s and 1950s. 

We didn’t have much in the way of “rights” 
then. But we had a good time anyway. 

“First, we survived being born to mothers 
who may have smoked and/or drank while 
they were pregnant. They took aspirin, ate blue 
cheese dressing, tuna from a can and didn’t get 
tested for diabetes. Then, after that trauma, we 
were put to sleep on our tummies in baby cribs 
covered with bright colored lead-based paint. 
We had no childproof lids on medicine bottles, 
locks on doors or cabinets, and when we rode 
our bikes, we had baseball caps on our heads, 
not helmets. (Continued on next page)

“As infants and children, we would ride in 
cars with no car seats, no booster seas, no seat 
belts, no air bags, bald tires and sometimes no 
brakes. Riding in the back of a pickup truck on 
a warm day was always a special treat. 

“We drank water from the garden hose, and 
not from a bottle. We ate cupcakes, white 
bread, real butter and bacon. We drank Kool- 
Aid made with real sugar. And we weren’t 
overweight. Why? 

“Because we were always outside playing, 
that’s why. We did not have PlayStations, 
Nintendos and Xboxes. There were no video 
games, no 150 channels on cable, no cell 
phones, no personal computers, no internet 
and no chat rooms. 

“We had friends, and we went outside and 


found them. We fell out of trees, got cut, broke 
bones and teeth and there were no lawsuits 
from those accidents. 5 

“We would get spankings with wooden 
spoons, switches, ping pong paddles or just a 
bare hand, and no one would call child services 
to report abuse. 

“We rode bikes, or walked to a friend’s house 
and knocked on the door or rang the bell or 
just walked in and talked to them. Little League 
had tryouts and not everyone made the team. 
Those who didn’t had to learn to deal with 
disappointment. Imagine that! 

“These generations have produced 
some of the best risk-takers, problem 
solvers and inventors ever. We had freedom, 
failure, success and_ responsibility and 
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we learned how to deal with it.” 

I am not flaunting what went on back then. 
I think most of what’s been regulated is a 
good thing. Certainly many of the changes 
contributed to the seven-year increase in the 
average expected life span of an American over 
these years. But some of it just goes too far. 

I’ve been reading books about the Civil War. 
Not much has changed in terms of the push 
and pull of civic affairs. Some people want more 
regulation. Some people want less regulation. 

As the war was winding down, President 
Lincoln suggested that those on both sides 
wanted liberty.

“The shepherd drives the wolf from the 
sheep’s throat,” he wrote, “for which the sheep 
thanks the shepherd as a liberator while the 
wolf denounces him for the same act as the 
destroyer of liberty.” 

He said there was negative liberty and 
positive liberty. 

The South said the federal government was 
stealing their liberty. They wanted to be free of 
the feds. Just leave us alone. They would fight 
for that. 

The North wanted liberty, but positive liberty, 
such as a regulation to keep the country from 
having a “right” to continue slavery. 

President Trump has an obnoxious and 
unrelenting ability to tell lies, but this is 
not to be confused with his leading us 
down the road to the removal of many new 
regulations President Obama put into place. | 
think in many ways we will be returning to what 
it was like when I was growing up. We could 
see prejudice and injustice in the world back 
then, and we would sit in coffee houses and talk 
softly about it or, later on, demonstrate to put 
these new rights into place. But even without 
these rights, we were proud to live in the land 
of the free. 

What we did not want back then was vast 
sums of money to be spent to scare fish, enforce 
good manners or award a $2 million payout to 
someone who claimed to have tripped over a 
crack in the sidewalk. Nurses in schools actually 
gave out aspirin and put on bandages instead of 
letting fear of lawsuits override proper medical 
care in our day. 

More or less, “rights” is a pendulum within 
the framework of the Constitution and the 
country holds together as a democracy. It may 
not go the way you want, but you have to live 
with it. 

My big fear is that this framework, under 
pressure from an unrepentant liar, will give 
way to dictatorship. We are heading in that 
direction. It is worth noting that in Russia, 
it took Putin five years chipping away at the 
democracy in place when he took office to 
become the dictator who jails and murders 
whoever he likes. 

God willing, though, we will survive with the 
democracy intact and then swing it back at 
least some of the other way again.

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This Weekend’s Block Challenge Is About the Journey

n Saturday, August 19, paddlers of all kinds 

will take to the ocean to embark on what 
has become a formidable East End tradition— 
the Block Challenge. 

They'll leave from just west of the Montauk 
Lighthouse to begin the 18-mile trek to Block 
Island, Rhode Island, all to raise money for 
the nonprofit Paddlers for Humanity, an 
organization dedicated to improving the lives 
of children on the East End. 

The journey begins at 6 a.m., after a team- 
building gathering the previous night. Though 
the majority of people stand-up paddle-board, 
kayakers and outrigger canoes are also welcome. 
Organizers time the launch with the tides and 
with a southwest wind to make the paddle go 
as smoothly as possible. Soon after, paddlers 
round Montauk Point, and the Lighthouse fades 
into the distance. Before the rocky shores of 
Block Island come into view, paddlers take 
in the expanse of the open ocean. It’s easy to 
fee] small. But with an expected crowd of 50 to 
60 participants, Paddlers for Humanity ensures 
that no one feels alone. 


Block Island or bust! 


The paddle isn’t a race. It’s a inspiring journey 
meant to instill an appreciation of the ocean, 
the accomplishment itself and the dozens of 
local organizations that have benefitted from 
the money raised by Paddlers for Humanity 
over the Block Challenge’s 12-year history. 

All who meet the fundraising minimums 
are welcome to participate, and a dedicated 
group of support boats, ocean rescue and 
jet skis ensure that everyone completes the 
journey together. Paddlers follow a_ lead 
boat, which is stocked with sunscreen, water 
and snacks. To guarantee that everyone 
stays together, the group stops about every 
45 minutes to allow people to catch up and 
regroup. Paddlers take about six hours to 
complete the Block Challenge. 

The final stop occurs at the mouth of New 
Harbor, Block Island. With everyone gathered, 
the group paddles in together, leaving an 
indelible impression on unsuspecting Block 
Island boaters. The group is close enough to 
the shore to answer beach goers’ questions, 
and the final mile is often met with cheers. 

After completing the Block Challenge, 
participants indulge in a celebratory barbecue 
and party before heading back to Montauk later 
that evening on a Viking Fleet ship. 


Paddlers for Humanity is an East Hampton- 
based, all-volunteer 501(c)(3). Since its 
inception, the group has_ raised over 
$1.4 million to support local charities, including 
a behavioral intervention program The 
Bridgehampton School; the Hamptons chapter 
of BuildOn, a nonprofit that runs after-school 
youth programs; the Catastrophic Fund, which 
assists local families dealing with overwhelming 
medical bills; and family service programs at 
The Retreat. 

In order to participate in the Challenge, 
paddlers must raise a minimum of $1,500. 
Students under the age of 22 must contribute 
$750. Seven two-person relay teams are also 
accepted, with each team member raising 


a minimum of $1,500. More often than not, 
participants raise much more. 

This year, NY360 East has been working on a 
documentary about the Block Challenge, which 
will premiere at the Hamptons International 
Film Festival this fall. A short preview of the 
film opens with a quote by Margaret Mead: 
“Never doubt that a small group of thoughtful, 
committed citizens can change the world; 
indeed, it’s the only thing that ever has.” i

A Brief History of the Game 


THE ARTISTS & WRITERS annual softball game began as a picnic on Sundays in the summer of 1948. 
It was played by artists such as Franz Kline, Willem de Kooning, Philip Pavia, Jackson Pollock, and 
Joan Mitchell. Everyone brought a dish. Some brought drinks. Two writers joined in this picnic, Bar- 
ney Rosset of Grove Press, whose girlfriend was Joan Mitchell, and Harold Rosenberg, an art critic. 
All of this took place on Wilfrid Zogbaum’s front yard. 

The artists had moved to Springs and the East End for cheap rent, larger studios and an easier life. 
They discussed art, gossiped, ate, drank, and shared in camaraderie. Some recall what a glorious 
time it was. The war was over, the world’s depression lessening, and more artist’s work was being 
seen in New York galleries. Some were successful in sales and reputation. Some drank too much. 
Most were just young artists anxious to be part of the emerging art scene. Writers joined the artists 
in the 60s and ’70s. Irwin Shaw, Willie Morris, and James Jones were among the group who expand- 
ed to include politicians, actors, musicians, publishers, editors, and television personalities. The 
Game has included governors, mayors, senators, a former President and a Supreme Court justice. 

Most importantly, the Game is now played to raise funds for four local charities that provide vital 
human services and it would not exist if it were not for the humor & determination of Leif Hope, who 
has for more than 50 years kept this Game alive—with a little help from his friends. Leif’s charm 
and wit have endeared many along the way—mostly women—to help keep him organized. Hats off 
to them. So have fun, buy lots of raffles, shirts, hats, posters and notecards. Enjoy our burgers, hot 
dogs, ice cream and Snapple. It is all for a great cause!

t’s time to play ball! The 69th Artists and 

Writers Charity Softball Game, one of the 
East End’s longest running traditions—first 
played in Wilfrid Zogbaum’s front yard in 
1948 and now played annually at Herrick Park 
behind the Stop & Shop in East Hampton—takes 
place on Saturday, August 19.

ee Isaksson is the executive chef and owner of four different 
amazing restaurants—all of them housed in the same old theatre 
building (Jarlateatern) at Kungstensgatan 2 in Stockholm, Sweden.

In the years 2016 and 2015, Sayan Isaksson had the honor of being in 
charge of the Nobel Banquet Menu together with Pastry Chef Daniel Roos 
(the menu for 2015 can be seen at nobelprize.org/ceremonies/menus/ 
menu-2015.html). 

During his time in the Swedish National Culinary Team between the 
years 2000-2004, the team won The Culinary World Cup (in 2002) and 
were the overall winners of the World Culinary Olympics in 2004.

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Healthy competition or blood sport? 


he head of NBC News lay sprawled in the 

dirt, his face a Kabuki mask of pain and con- 
fusion, his shoulder twisted and contorted at 
an unnatural angle while nearby, on first base, 
stood the former heavyweight boxer and one- 
time Great White Hope, whose head’s up hustle 
(and bone crushing collision) had won him an 
infield single. 

Among the spectators, who had come to see 
celebrities like Paul Simon, Christie Brinkley or 
Regis Philbin, the initial response was a kind of 
shocked silence. Midst the startled hush while 
the television executive was carted off the field 
and taken to Southampton Hospital, I heard 
someone nearby ask, “What the hell was that? I 
thought this was a friendly game.” 

A game made up of friends perhaps, but in the 
many years since | started watching the game 
as a child I’ve seen the textbook evolution of a 
competition that is, in the deluded minds of the 
players themselves, as intense and legitimate as 
the Red Sox against the Yankees, Muhammad 
Ali versus Joe Frazier, or the Celtics facing the 
Lakers. Motivated by the same explosively flam- 
mable combination of competitive drive and 
repetitive familiarity (absent, of course, any dis- 
cernible athletic prowess), the Artist and Writ- 
ers game illustrates with immediate clarity that 
victory is most satisfying when it’s over those 
one is most familiar with. 

As I once thought I heard the noted author 
Ken Auletta intone, he whose graceful fielding 
at first base is so often accented by quotes from 
Louisa May Alcott, “Rivalry adds so much to the 
charm of one’s conquests.” 

So when might this blood feud have actually 
begun? Some have maintained it started when 
the writers began showing up more regularly 
and insisted on playing by legitimate rules. 
Up to that point the games were distinctly 
pick-up affairs where regulations were less im- 
portant than libations and where the final score 
was often unknown to but a few who had actu- 
ally paid attention. 

All of a sudden, however, a premium was 
placed on actually knowing the intricacies of 
the game, subtleties often lost on artists like 
Willem deKooning, Esteban Vicente, or my fa- 
ther, Jimmy Ernst, all European émigrés all who 
loved American baseball but had been raised 
playing soccer. 

As for the writers, each year always seemed 
to boast a dramatically better line-up than the 
year before with luminaries like George Plimp- 
ton elegantly patrolling center field like a WASP 
Joe DiMaggio, Neil Simon slinging wisecracks 
and cracking doubles over Larry Rivers’s head, 
or Jimmy Lipton, playing a scrappy second base 
like a cross between Dodger great Eddie Stanky 
and an angry badger. 

Against this kind of line-up throughout my 
youth the artists never provided a serious con- 
test so no true rivalry developed until Lief Hope

Barnum-like promoter on behalf of the various 
worthy causes the game serves to benefit. 

The germination for the idea of raising money 
for charity began when the game was used to 
gather campaign funds for Eugene McCarthy 
(the only poet/Senator to ever run for Presi- 
dent) and then a few years later to help defend 
artists Bob Gwathmey and Bill Durham in a land- 
mark civil rights case which involved their ar- 
rest for flying a bath towel painted to look like 
the American flag with a peace sign where the 
stars would be. 

Having realized it was possible to raise funds 
for a candidate who couldn’t possibly win as 
well as helping to keep artists with a whimsical 
sense of political protest out of jail, an idea was 
born and Lief, while now seeing the altruistic 
possibilities the game presented, also recog- 
nized that in order to attract attention it would 
be necessary to promote the game in a whole 
new way. 

As a result, his first promotion was fielding an 
all-girl team of artists and hiring a professional 
woman softball player to fire 90 mile per hour 
inside fastballs at the writers’ which, for some 
inexplicable reason, many of the scribes found 
distinctly unfunny. They didn’t find it entertain- 
ing when she pitched a scoreless first inning 


and they were even more demonstrably unhap- 
py when she was brought back into the game 
to squelch a writer’s rally in the ninth. The art- 
ists ended up winning a game for the first time 
in modern memory and, among the writers, the 
manager of the artists had earned the lovable 
nickname “that son of a bitch Lief Hope.” 

Over the years other professional athletes 
were to follow including Dale Berra, Wesley 
Walker, Pelé, and Marty Lyons (whose mam- 
moth home run into the tennis courts is still 
spoken of in hushed tones), but it was the ac- 
tual accumulation of talent on the artists’ team 
in the early 1990s that truly leveled the playing 
field. Admittedly, the definition of artist had ex- 
panded to include just about any profession that 
even remotely could be construed as “creative” 
but, at the same time, as soon as the game be- 
came competitive the meaning of “writer” also 
became significantly more elastic as well. 

The artists would add a landscape architect 
which would be parried by an advertising ex- 
ecutive who writes copy which was upped by 
a lawyer who has an artist for a client which 
was then offset by a real estate agent who once 
wrote a short story. And so on. 

One wonders, then, what new manifestation 
of gamesmanship will be required for the two 


teams to remain competitive in the coming 
years, especially as the core players for each 
team inevitably must bow to the inevitable in- 
roads of time. Already within the past few years, 
a number of incidents of the use of performance 
enhancing substances have been documented 
including an overdose of Red Bull (leading the 
overly energized and wide-eyed runner to forget 
that one can’t go from first to third by bisecting 
the diamond) and steroid use (actually a corti- 
sone injection for a bad shoulder but, hey, it’s a 
steroid). Further, at least one storied member 
of the artist team has for years been a known 
aspirin and milk junkie. 

It should be pointed out, however, that even 
absent these recent evolutionary trends to- 
wards more competent contests, the historical 
enmity between artists and writers will always 
guarantee a measure of personal animosity re- 
gardless of talent on either side. This has been 
true from the moment in 1456 when the Renais- 
sance sculptor Donatello taped a ‘kick me’ sign 
to the back of author Leon Battista Alberti’s 
cloak, it was evident when heavyweight Gerry 
Cooney flattened NBC’s Andrew Lack, and it’ll 
be just as apparent this summer when sports- 
writer Mike Lupica has his annual collision at 
home plate with sculptor Randall Rosenthal. @

ts not often you get to sit next to one of 

your journalistic idols, watch a_ multi- 
media mogul in action, or meet a future 
president on the ball field—in plaid shorts— 
behind your local supermarket. But that’s 
been the strange and happy trajectory of my 
path to the broadcast booth for the Artists and 
Writers game. 

It literally began at the grass roots—just like 
the game itseli—when I meandered over to 
Herrick Park one fateful Saturday afternoon. It 
was fascinating to see the high-profile talent 
not in their natural habitat. There was the lean 
and handsome actor Roy Scheider, a_ giant 
on screen from blockbuster movies such as 
Jaws and The French Connection. He was perched 
on the pitchers mound sporting shorts, a tee, 
and a deep dark tan. Domestic doyenne Mar 
tha Stewart stepped up to the plate carrying a 
basket of her home-made cookies. If you looked 
real hard behind the catcher’s mask, you found. 
Carl Bernstein of the Washington Post and 
Watergate fame. And it was only after I had 
plunked myself onto a sparse patch of grass 
along the third base line that | realized I was 
sitting next to Bernstein’s boss, the handsome 
and elegant Washington Post executive editor 
Ben Bradlee. He was charming, gracious, and 
curious—and I was hooked. 

I played in the game the next couple of 
years, got in an inning or two,and knew I wasn’t cut 
out to hit the power home run or make the 
diving outfield catch. So I thought Id stick to

what I know best—reporting the story! 

Thats when I found myself behind the 
raggedy cyclone fence backstop, sitting at a very un- 
impressive wooden table, and baking in the sizzling 
sun. No shade, no scorebooks, the line-ups were 
late on arrival.Welcome to the “broadcast booth! ” 

There were big shoes to fill and mics to manage. 
Predecessors included the impressive public rela- 
tions powerhouse John Scanlon,and CBS network’s 
then-president Howard Stringer, both of biting wit 
and running commentary. New York radio’s midday 
maven Joan Hamburg also threw a few good curves. 

I formulated an “opening ceremony’—a way 
to introduce the spectators to our unique and 
endearing spectacle; we sang the National Anthem, 
announced the starting players, the celebrity first 
pitch, and then it was “Play Ball!” I had the good 
fortune of sitting between two seasoned pros: 
the iconic host of /nside the Actor’s Studio, James 
Lipton, and the incomparable sports announc- 
er Bert Sugar. Late Night and Jon Stewart com- 
edy writer Fred Graver later joined the crowd with 
good humor and a light touch. Never mind the 
play-by-play; there were the unique challenges of 
announcing the call the umpire changed for the 
third time, handling players’ trash talk, to us, call- 
ing out raffles, lost dogs, or children. And a lot of 
laughs in between. 

But it’s a whole ‘nother ballgame when a former 
President of the United States—the one who years 
ago showed up as governor of Arkansas in those 
plaid shorts—comes out of nowhere, walks onto 
the field and stops the game in its tracks. And it’s 
a whole ‘nother broadcast experience when you 
grab the mic, grab him, and do a live interview right 
then and there for the crowd.

Memories of Casper Citron at the Game 


‘Na wondrous poem called “An Ancient to 

Ancients,” Thomas Hardy wrote of “the 
thinning of our ranks each year.” What Hardy 
knew continues in our time. 

Pee Wee Reese, the great shortstop and 
champion of integration of the Major Leagues. 
Ring Lardner Jr., so quietly heroic. Woodie 
Broun . . . was there ever a more congenial 
gentleman? And now Casper. I’m reminded of 
lines Grantland Rice addressed to Charon, the 
ferryman on the River Styx: “Why do you always 
look my way? Why do you take my friends?” 

But we are not here for a dirge but for 
a celebration of a most extraordinary life. 
I’m sure others can recall Casper at his cultural 
landmark, the Algonquin. Casper the cultural 
landmark at a cultural landmark. Myself, I’m 
concentrating on Casper at the Bat. 

Forty years ago we played _ tough 
fast-pitch softball usually against each 
other, on a splendid green and brown and 
white ball field in East Hampton. At 10 o’clock 
on Sunday morning the church bells rang 
and our doubleheader began. Eli Wallach played 
and perspired into my favorite glove, ruining 
it. Cy Rembar played a first-class shortstop. 
A local laundromat person, Buna O’Connor, 
threw with a major league arm. We did not 
have set teams. That would have been 
dangerous. Competition was ferocious and 
we agreed that each Sunday morning we’d 
choose up sides, the way children do. The same 


softball teams week after week would have 
led to fist fights. 

Casper liked to play third base. He did 
not have the greatest hands on earth, but no 
third baseman—Cox, Robinson, Nettles—ever 
faced drives more bravely. Casper stopped 
many with his glove. He stopped just as 
many with his chest and gut and forehead. If 
you catch the sense that Casper was a 
competitor, you get my drift. 

One Sunday, for forgotten reasons, third 
baseman Citron had to play left field. Casper 
was not only a talk-show host, he was a talky 
ball player, always chatting in a way designed — 
to make you lose your concentration. He’d get 
you mad. You’d over swing. Pop up to short. On 
this one afternoon when he was way out in left, 
he had to holler to be heard. Casper hollered. I 
came up with winning runs on base and I heard 
from Casper, “I’m playing this guy shallow. He- 
can’t hit one over my head.” A pitch I never 
saw before or since came in—a perfect pitch 
to hammer—and on this one occasion I had a 
hammer. I was into my best home-run lope, 
rounding second base when | thought, “Where 
is everybody? The fans, the gorgeous girls, my 
cheering team mates?” 

Everybody was rushing out to left. To 
prove that I couldn’t hit a ball over his head, 
Casper had jumped to the planet Pluto. Landing, 
he ruptured a mess of blood vessels in one 
leg. Painful sounds followed. Rather than 


cheer my hit, my whole team and the gorgeous 
girls turned themselves into paramedics. 
Forever after I’d say to Casper, “You owe me one 
moment of glory.” “Fine,” he said, come down 
and do my show.” 

We did a bunch, but the one I remember most 
vividly was the last one. I was staggering through 
a book tour and I showed up sleepless and dull. 
“Were you at the greatest game in Ebbets Field?” 
he asked me. 

“Which one was that?” 

“Don’t you know?” 

“Er-um, Jackie Robinson’s debut?” 

“Wrong. I was there. It was the night Johnny 
Vander Meer threw his second consecutive no- 
hitter.” That was, I can tell you, June 15, 1938. I 
looked it up. 

The moral, I suppose, is never do a Casper 
Citron Show when not fully awake. His great 
intelligence demanded no less. 

If there is a great baseball diamond in the sky, 
as spring comes, Casper is trotting out to play 
third base. He’s being welcomed now by Pee 
Wee, Ring and Woodie. Casper would like that 
very much. He loved good company and he was 
good company.

DAN GREENBURG 

Tell me about your relationship to softball. 

Do you play? 

I don’t actually. I don’t play. I’m not even 
relatively good at softball. 

Well, neither am I. Were you born here? 

I was. 

Ok, so you know that growing up in America, 
the only way that boys judge your worth as a 
human being is by how good you are at base- 
ball. And when I was in gym class or summer 
camp, the teams, they literally fought over me. 
They said, “you can’t give us Greenburg! We had 
to take him last time!” I was not a good player. 

That’s very interesting because I’m told that 
you’ve been playing in the game since the ’90s. 
Did they fight over you? 

I think in the same way, yes. The thing is, now 
I can only be on the writers team—although, 
before I became a writer, I was an artist. I was 
an art director, an illustrator, a cartoonist. And 
then I read Catcher in the Rye, and it blew my 
mind and I said, that’s what I want to do. So, I 
became a writer and | enjoy it a lot more than | 
did as a designer, cartoonist, art director or any- 
thing like that. 

So, you switched sides? 

Yeah, I switched sides. 

I’m all for it. This clearly means you have 
been playing in the game for many years. How 
did you first learn about the East Hamptons 
softball game? 

Oh, just living in East Hampton. I had a 
house in East Hampton for about 20 years. 
From, I would say the ’70s to the ’90s back 
before it was really popular, in fact. I was 
there even after, what I thought should be 
the time to move, which was one very bar- 


ren winter we were there and | couldn’t find a 
parking place in the A & P parking lot. I knew 
it was a sign that the golden days of East 
Hampton were at an end. But | stayed on until 
I had to go through a divorce and the house 
had to be sold in the process of the divorce 
and so on. I loved East Hampton, but you know. 
Along comes life. 

And you say the game was pretty popular 
and you just heard about it? 

It was popular, and that’s what one did when 
one lived in East Hampton. If one was an artist 
or a writer, one played in the game. And I think 
the deal was, that they had to use me for two 
innings or something. But it was never like, “If 
only we could get Dan to play!” It was more like, 
“...1 don’t know, do we have to use Dan?” 

It’s 2017 now, what would you say are 
some of the biggest differences you can re- 
call from when you first started playing in the 
game vs now? 

Oh, one of the biggest differences, but this 
has been going on for some time— though 
not in the first few years, is the appearance of 
ringers. That is to say, professional baseball 
players. That started after about, I would guess, 
and this only a guess, the first two to five years. 
Then they started saying, “Who is that guy? 
God, he’s really good!” “Oh, that’s so and so.” 
“Oh, okay. No wonder...” 

Do you think that has anything to do with 
the games growing popularity over the years? 

I think so. And, you know there’s no money at 
stake in who wins. It got to be a lot more com- 
petitive than it was and | got a lot more nervous 
when I would get up to bat. 

Well, it seems to me, the only thing you re- 
ally win is bragging rights for the next year. 

Yeah. But big, BIG, bragging. Now Zack, on the 
other hand, is an incredibly good player. And 
that isn’t just me as a father talking. I think he 
really is a good player.

Yes, Zack! I’m speaking with him on Monday, 
but why don’t you tell me about him. 

You know what he won’t tell you—I can brag 
about him, he won’t do this—you know he’s en- 
tertainment editor at Forbes, right? 

I do. 

He’s a friend of all of the big hip-hop stars. Do 
you know that because of his interest in hip-hop 
and his interviewing them, the hip-hop stars 
bring Zack their new projects at Forbes, which 
is you know, a white-shoe billionaire’s magazine, 
rather than to Rolling Stone. 

Really? He’s very good at what he does then. 

Yeah, they just love him. He also is sort of, I 
would say better at easing Middle East tensions 
than Jared Kushner. Zack would never tell you 
this, but he organized two concerts in Jerusa- 
lem, that featured Israeli and Palestinian rap- 
pers in an effort to bring them together. He’s 
done that twice. And he’s always been such a 
great mediator among people. I’m very preju- 
diced, but he is a great guy.

As I recall, we were a little late getting there 
last year so I barely had time to do any batting 
practice. But you know, they don’t really like to 
put in players unless they have a lot of ability 
and they’re really going to help them. 

I guess it really is as competitive as you 
say it is. 

It’s very competitive. | 
don’t say that as a bad thing. It’s just how it is.

I was told way in the beginning that the 
game was just a game and it morphed into this 
massive charity event with big name sponsors 
like HBO and Snapple, with celebrities coming 
every so often. The purpose ultimately of the 

game is to act as a charity that donates to life 
services on the East End. 

This is recent. Or certainly wasn’t a part of it 
when I was playing. It became a big thing, but in 
the beginning, it was as you say, it was just a fun 
game between artists and writers. 

What are your personal views on this event 
impacting the local community? 

I think it’s great that it can earn money for 
good causes, it just changes the complexion of 
the game is all. 

In what way, would you say? 

You know when competition becomes really 
intense, some of the values go by the wayside. 
I truly haven’t been to that game for years and 
years so | don’t know anything about it other 
than what I’ve known. What I remember is run- 
ning into people I hadn’t seen in years being 
very happy about the game. I ran into Carl Bern- 
stein, who I hadn’t seen in years, and all kinds of 
people that I knew from the Hamptons that real- 
ly I hadn’t seen in years.

spend time with Zack? 

I spend a lot of time with Zack. Actually, quite 
a lot. We either have dinner, the four of us—he 
and his wife and me and my wife, Judith. We 
also have man dinners, you know? We try to do 
it once a month. And it’s not that we have any 
secrets from our wives, it’s just that sometimes 
a guy likes to talk to a guy, as a guy. I consider 
him one of my best friends, which is wonderful. 

How do you foresee this year’s game going 
against the Artists? What would you like to see 
happen on the field this year? 

I would like to see the Writers win in a close 
game. Close games are always fun. But I’m not 
going to be crying if we lose. 

I suppose that’s fair. 

You know one of the greatest experienc- 
es—well, that’s overselling it—when Zack 
was, well there was a period of years where 
he and | were big Yankees fans and we used 
to go to their games. One of the great experi- 
ences that sticks out in my mind of learning life 
lessons: Zack and I went to a double-header be- 
tween the Yankees and the Cleveland Indians. 
Those were just truly exciting games. The score 
kept see-sawing back and forth, back and forth. 
First the Yankees were one or two runs ahead, 
then the Indians would catch up and be two 
runs ahead, then two runs behind. We saw some 
of the most incredible plays you’ve ever seen. 
And the most incredible home runs. People 
were going crazy. But, at the end of each game, 
the Yankees lost. Zack and I were leaving the 
ballpark and people were swearing and pound-

ing the walls in anger. And | said, “I want you 
to notice something, Zack—these people are re- 
ally angry and upset, but you and I just saw two 
of the greatest baseball games ever played and 
that’s what’s important. And he got it, immedi- 
ately! And he refers to it now. And it was a real 
life lesson, it was so important for us. 

I feel like, not a lot of people understand that 
sentiment, who probably should. 

That’s what I think. I think there should be 
more of that feeling in games. 

Over anything else. 

Yeah! It’s the fun of the game, the excite- 
ment, the see-sawing of the leads. It’s how well 
people are playing. We saw people playing bet- 
ter than they ever had before. Incredible catch- 
es! Some players hit two or three home runs 
in the same game. There were home runs with 
bases loaded. I gotta tell you, baseball is not the 
most exciting sport to watch, generally speak- 
ing. It’s not as exciting as basketball or football 
to me, except in these kinds of games. That is 
real excitement. 


ZACK O’MALLEY GREENBURG 

I was under the impression that your father 
has been playing in the game very consistent- 
ly, but he tells me you’ve actually been playing 
more than he has in the recent past. 

Um. So, when I was little, he was the one 
who was playing. I was too young to play. 
But my first memories of knowing anything 
about the Artists and Writers Game were my 


dad playing when I (Continued on next page) 
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was a toddler and my mom cheerleading. This 
was always to me, sort of the biggest deal of 
all time, because we would show up and the 
whole town would be there watching my dad 
play softball and | thought this was so im- 
mensely cool. But we sold our house in the mid- 
90s and while I go back to visit friends every 
summer, dad goes back a little less frequently; 
but really since we moved, you know, he kind 
of stopped playing and it wasn’t until 2007 or 
2008 and I started working full time at Forbes 
that I figured, “you know, why not try to play 
now that I’m officially a writer.” So, I’ve been go- 
ing pretty much every year since then. 

That’s fantastic. 

And, actually, last year was the first year that 
my dad had been out there in decades, to the 
game. That was when we went together and we 
both got our jerseys and hats and things. 

That’s so cool. So, let me get this straight, 
he was out there last year, but did he play 
last year? 

So. We both were on the roster. And he took 
batting practice (nervous laughter) | did not. But 
I got into the game and he did not. But he prob- 
ably had more hits in batting practice than I had 
in the game. 

That’s interesting because he told me—and 
your father raves about you, by the way, you 


are obviously the pride of his life—he says that 
he actually sucks at the game. That he would 
not hold it against anyone to not invite him 
back. But he says you’re a very good softball 
player. 

Aw. Well, you know... I would say...I’m solid. 

That’s a pretty good self-compliment, “I’m a 
solid player.” 
I think he’s being very generous with his 
praise of my softball skills. 
What position do 
comfortable at? 

Infield. Generally, wherever. In the game, I’ve 
played first and second in the past. | usually 
play third for the Forbes softball team. But | un- 


you feel most 


derstand there are people who have been play- 


ing there longer than | have. 

You mentioned going and watching your fa- 
ther play as a child. What are the biggest dif- 
ferences then compared to now. 

It’s kind of hard to really know the differences, 
because to me back then when | would go to 
those games, it was like the seventh game of the 
World Series at Yankee Stadium. But | think a lot 
of that was because I was five, you know? And 
in that way that things seem bigger and grander 
and you’re young and your dad is doing some- 
thing really cool—it becomes this sort of global 
mega event in your mind. So, I have a hard time 
separating facts from reality. 

What I’ve gathered from that is it is still 


this huge mega event. 

Yeah! You know, I think if I were looking at it 
with those eyes, I would still see it the same 
way. To me now as an adult, it also seems like 
an incredible tradition I want to continue to be 
a part of. Although I acknowledge it’s maybe not 
the Super Bowl. 

At one point, someone had referred to the 
game as a “celebrity” softball game versus a 
“charity” softball game and your father even 
noted that the presence of ringers was a new 
thing that he had not seen previously. Some- 
times there are in fact celebrities, important 
people in the media who do important work 
playing in the game. Would you count you 
and/or your father as technically celebrities 
who participate? 

Oh, no, no, no. I think we just write about fa- 
mous people (nervous laughter). Then again, I 
wouldn’t really count us as ringers either. I think 
it’s funny because there are people that play, 
who are both celebrities and ringers. Jim Ley- 
ritz and John Franco would be pretty good ex- 
amples of that. 

You’ve obviously seen and played in the 
game more than a few times. What would you 
like to see most happen on the field this year? 

A stunning late-inning come-from-behind vic- 
tory for the Writers. 

You and your father speak very highly of 
each other. Clearly, there’s a lot of love there. 

Oh, yeah. He’s much funnier than | am. 
He does it professionally. He’s an incredible 
storyteller. What I later learned is that my dad 
sort of learned how to play softball later in 
life...so that he could teach me to play baseball 
and softball as a kid. When I was really lit- 
tle, he was learning, and by the time I was a 
toddler, or seven or eight, or whenever I start- 
ed playing baseball, | just assumed he was 
always able to play. We would always go in the 
backyard and he would throw me pitches un- 
derhand and all that stuff. Little did I know, just 
a couple years earlier, he was furiously training 
just to be able to do that. | remember hearing 
he used to play in the Sag Harbor League on 


Sundays, which I guess is still going to this day, 


and a lot of the veterans there still remember 
him. He was even the Rookie of the Year in nine- 
teen-eighty-something. I thought it was really - 
cool to do that, at least in part, so he could play 
with me. 

I couldn’t ask for a better father—on or off the 
softball field. In addition to learning how to play 
just so he could teach me as a youngster, my 
dad is the most loving and supportive father | 
can imagine. When I was a little kid, he would 
always say, “You’re the best boy a dad could 
have,” and I would say, “You’re the best dad a 
boy could have.” I can only hope that, whenever 
Ihave children of my own, we'll be lucky enough 
to have that sort of relationship. @

HOW DID YOU COME TO PLAY IN THE A&W GAME?

DO YOU HAVE FOND MEMORIES OF THE PLAYERS IN THE GAME—

Generally hanging out and getting to meet some of these people you 
wouldn’t ordinarily meet, especially famous writers like Avery Corman, 
George Plimpton, John Irving. I was even there when Bill Clinton was the 
umpire. When I was growing up didn’t get a chance to rub shoulders with 
people like that. |] remember one incident when I was playing third base 
and Martha Stewart was up and I could tell she wasn’t the greatest ball 
player. She hit a soft ground ball to me and took two steps and stopped. 
I held the ball for a few seconds and thought, “she’s here to play ball, 
so she should have to run like all the other players.” I waited for her to 
realize she should keep running to first base and then I threw her out. Just 
meeting these people and having experiences like these is what makes 
it great. People like Laurie Singer and Alec Baldwin you don’t normally 
get to meet, especially in Virginia, but on the playing field, they’re nice 
average people ~ easy to talk to and great to play with. Roy Schieder was a 
sweetheart. Leif Hope is the best and has been with the game since before 
I was born. Mike Lupica is a ball of energy and a great guy. 

I have to give extra thanks to Eric Ernst. | had a place in the 
Hamptons the first couple years I got out there, but after I left for Virginia 
I would visit and stay with Elaine de Kooning, then Dallas Ernst and for 
the last 15 years or so I’ve stayed with Eric Ernst. | only come on the 
weekend of the game so he fills me in on who’s on first and what’s on 
second and we always have a great time.

he annual Artist and Writers Softball 

Game in the Hamptons is celebrating 
its 69th year. The game has been joined on a 
sandlot ball field diamond behind the supermar- 
ket (currently Stop & Shop) on Newtown Lane 
in East Hampton each August for all these 
generations. The game was founded on the 
back lawn of the home of Wilfred Zogbaum 
in Springs in 1948 as part of a picnic for several 
artists and writers. I’ve been writing about it 
since 1968.

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Up in the Sky: Enjoying the Solar Eclipse on the East End 


BY BERTRAND LANGHORNE 


O n May 28 in the year 585 B.C.E. a total 
solar eclipse ended a decade-long war. On 
the river Halys, in modern day Turkey, a battle 
raged between the Medes and the Lydians. As 
the moon began to move across the sun, the 
soldiers became weary. When the sun was fully 
blocked, they laid down their arms. Both sides 
refused to continue the fight and a peace treaty 
was signed. Alas, no amount of solar eclipses 
could bring peace in our time, but that doesn’t 
mean that this year’s—taking place Monday, 
August 21—won’t be a significant astrological 
event and that we should not take notice. 

First for the details: Here on the East End 


Vv 


we will not see a total solar eclipse—that 
is reserved for a narrow band across. the 
contiguous United States from Oregon to the 
Carolinas. What we will see is a partial eclipse 
with about 70% of the sun being covered. The 


festivities begin at 1:23 p.m., reach the climax at. 


2:44 p.m. and end at about 4 p.m. 

What you’ll need: ISO certified glasses. NOT 
sunglasses. Welding glasses would do the trick, 
but, we cannot stress enough, NOT sunglasses. 
For the sake of safety, you should NEVER, EVER 
stare at the sun, even with the eclipse glasses 
on. Scientists recommend you observe for a 
few seconds and then look away to give your 
eyes a rest. If you purchased special eclipse 
glasses from Amazon, check your email—the

company recently announced a recall of almost 
all eclipse glasses they’ve sold recently. 

So where can you watch this once-in-a-lifetime 
event on the East End? If you don’t have your 
own glasses and/or want to experience this 
natural wonder amongst your fellow human 
beings, there will be several local gatherings. 

The Coast Kitchen at The Montauk Yacht 
Club (montaukyachtclub.com) will be hosting a 
Solar Eclipse Cocktail Party, at which they'll be 
offering the Solar Eclipse Cocktail, made with 
vodka lemonade and topped with a Chambord 
float. It will be available for only $13. 

At the Parrish Art Museum (parrishart.org), 
Montauk Observatory astronomers will operate 
a telescope enabling visitors to view the sun. 
Bring a blanket or lawn chair for the outdoor 
viewing. Solar-viewing glasses will be available 
for free while supplies last. In addition, the 
Parrish will stream the total eclipse live from 
NASA in the Lichtenstein Theater. 

A member of the Montauk Observatory will 
also be at the South Fork Natural History 
Museum (sofo.org) in Bridgehampton, where 
they will also be giving out free solar viewing 
glasses while supplies last. John Jermain 
Memorial Library (o/njermain.org) in Sag 
Harbor will be watching from the garden outside. 
The Custer Observatory (custerobservatory.org) 
in Southold will also be hosting a viewing party 
between 1 and 4 p.m. 

For all you astronomy fans out there, this 
won't be the only celestial occurrence to 
marvel at this year—or this month. The Perseid 
Meteor shower, though it has already peaked, 
will continue until August 24. On November 
13, Venus and Jupiter will appear to be very 
close—only .3 degrees apart—low in the 
eastern sky just before sunrise. Want more 
meteor showers? The Orionids Shower peaks 
on the night of October 21; the Leonids Shower 


on November 17; and the Geminids Meteor 


Shower on December 13. 
Now let’s just hope for clear skies...

mesmerizing to watch 
as they swim about. Margery Harnick’s 
photographs capture the splendor of koi in 
freeze-frame, allowing for closer observation of 
each koi’s unique characteristics. 

“I’ve always been quite interested in the visual 
and in reflection,” says Margery. “It all comes 
together in my photography.” Incredibly, all of 
the beautiful photographs of koi in the book 
were shot in just two sessions—right there in 
Jasmin’s backyard in Malibu. 

The Harnicks didn’t start out with a book in 
mind. But Margery gave all of the photographs 
to Sheldon, and soon a story started coming 
together in his mind. 

“With some research on the web, I discovered 
these legends relating to koi,” says Sheldon. 
Many of these legends feature koi being 
transformed into dragons by the gods. Sheldon 
decided to write his own variation on this 
myth—and he decided to write it, appropriately 
enough, in the-form of a haiku series. 

“Because the fish are of Asian origin, | felt that 
the verse form should be Asian,” says Sheldon. 
He had never written a haiku before, but found 
the discipline to be a pleasurable challenge. 

The story Sheldon came up with presented 
another sort of challenge to Margery—namely, 
how to illustrate the koi changing into dragons.

The Unheralded Beauty of Montauk Downs

he East End is known for having some of the 

most beautiful golf courses in the country, 
but unless you're willing to drop big bucks on a 
membership or just one round at a private club, 
your options to play 18 holes at a reasonable price 
are limited. 

In fact, Montauk Downs, a state park and golf 
course, is the only 18-hole publicly-owned course 
in East Hampton Town. 

This summer, Montauk Downs celebrates its 90th 
anniversary as a golf course. Originally designed by 
Captain H.C. Tippett and opened for play in 1927, 
the course was redesigned in 1968 by Robert Trent 
Jones, an accomplished golf course architect who 
modeled over 400 courses in 35 different countries. 
A redesign by Jones’s son Rees just over a decade 
ago elevated Montauk Downs to hidden gem status. 

When you walk out of the pro shop and 
look over at the course, vibrant shades of green fill 
your vision and force you to pause in appreciation of 
the sloping expanse. 

But golfers beware-the course’s beauty draws you 
in just as fast as its bunkers and rough can swallow 
you whole. 

“The golf course looks fairly simplistic in its 
layout, but it’s extremely difficult,” says golf pro 
Kevin Smith, who has worked at the course for 
28 years. “You’ve got small, elevated greens that 
are well bunkered, you’ve got the wind coming 
from all directions. It’s a golf course that’s 


aesthetically beautiful and 
challenging in its nature.” 

It’s unlikely that golfers 
could find a better public 
course for a more affordable 
price and still get treated 
like private club members. 

“Montauk Downs is one of 
the best golf courses in the 
world,” Smith says. “We feel 
that this facility being public, 
that every person that plays 
it is treated like a member 
because there really is no 
difference between a private 
club member and _ public 
course player. People are people.” 

Make no _ mistake, Montauk Downs is a 
championship course. It hosted the Lincoln Pro 
Am on June 12, which featured certified pros in the 


Metropolitan PGA from across Long Island. Although ~ 


the course plays host to high-quality competition, 
the average golfer shouldn’t be intimidated. 

“The course is difficult, but the regular, 
intermediate golfer can definitely play it and have 
an enjoyable time,” says golf course superintendent 
Charlie Reidlinger. “The lower handicap will have 
quite a test from the back tees.” 

Reidlinger previously worked at Bethpage State 
Park, the undisputed king of public golf on Long Island, 
before coming to Montauk in 2002. At Bethpage, he 
served as the superintendent of the Red Course and

assistant superintendent of 
the famous Black Course, 
which has hosted two U.S. 
Open Championships. 

“I would say that this is 
a notch below the Black 
Course and in line with 
the Red Course, maybe a 
little bit more difficult,” 
Reidlinger says of Montauk 
Downs. “It’s definitely a 
championship course.” 
Montauk Downs isn’t just 
jaa course to check off your 

bucket list—if you’re on the 
East End, you’ll find yourself 
drawn back to the course’s hallowed grounds. 

“What’s so great about the golf course is that you 
can play it almost every day and every day it will play 
differently,” Reidlinger says. “With the wind coming 
off of the water, your club selection will be pretty 
much changing every day.” 

The course hosts weekly leagues for men and 
women, offers lesson packages, and runs a junior 
program through the Town of East Hampton. 
Montauk Downs State Park also features six tennis 
courts, two swimming pools, a catering facility and 
grill room that serves breakfast and lunch.

share things that I think are pretty common.” 

The pinnacle of her career came when she was 
offered an opportunity in Las Vegas after spending 
years in the L.A. comedy scene. After making the 
move, Siskind established herself as a Vegas regular 
and headlined shows in some of the biggest venues 
in Sin City. “Working in the major showrooms is a 
major step up from the clubs—it’s what you work so 
hard for,” she says. “You get audiences that come to 
see areal show and it’s on a more professional level.” 

When she returned to the East Coast, Siskind 
decided to forgo the comedy clubs where she got 
her start. Instead, she began to book shows at- 
performing arts theaters, which she says is when she 
got the idea for Boomer Comedy Unlimited. “When I 
came back to New York, I started getting booked at 
these regional performing arts theaters and I thought 
‘this is where I should be working, this is where my 
peers should be working, there’s an audience for us.’ 
Not that the clubs aren’t good, but I did that for so 
many years that I really just want to be working in 
upscale theaters in a more civilized setting.” 

What makes Boomer Comedy Unlimited a unique 
experience is that it’s a collection of established 
comedians, “all of whom are headliners in their own 
right.” The comedians, Siskind says, have “known 
each other for many years, but we haven’t worked 
together in many years because each one of us, when 
we're booked, closes our own show. Usually there’s 
an opener, middle and a headliner, but everyone on 
this show will be headliners, and that hasn’t been 
done before.” 

When mapping the tour, which she is starting in 
the Northeast with hopes to take it national, Siskind 
made sure to include the East End—she and other 
comedians also performed at the Suffolk Theater in 
Riverhead on July 21. “It was really [about] location, 
being out on the island in the summer,” she says. 
“We chose Guild Hall because we wanted to take 
advantage of the bustling summer scene. We know 
our show will appeal to the population there because 
they know and appreciate entertainment.” @

Duryea’s Endures:

D uryea’s Lobster Deck is exactly what it 
advertises—loads of lobster available on 
a bright, white deck. And it’s much more. Just 
last month, Duryea’s launched a new oyster bar 
and a private dining area. The additional dining is 
located just above the main lobster deck and can 
accommodate up to 30 for a sit-down event and more 
party people for a cocktail event. The new oyster bar, 
located adjacent to the fish market at Duryea’s, offers 
a menu of Montauk Pearl, Orient Point, Blue Point 
and Kumamoto oysters by the dozen, Champagne 
and other wines. Now you can grab a snack and 
a drink while waiting for your table on the deck. 
Convenient. Duryea’s does not take reservations, and 
as it’s a “fish market,” patrons fill out an order sheet, 
place the order and pay for it. Servers deliver the 
order’s items as they’re ready. 

I like the simplicity of this operation—and the 
simplicity of the menu. | also like the idea of having to 
get up and walk to receive a new round of drinks—it 
tests your land legs for balance. Another test might 
be taking a walk on the long pier adjacent to the deck. 
It’s very inviting, we were surprised that there were 
no boats moored there the night we visited. 

Taking in sweeping views of Fort Pond Bay and an 
incredible sunset, my husband and | were primed 
to enjoy Duryea’s signature Lobster Cobb Salad, 
as word of it had reached us in Sag Harbor Village. 
Manager Hugo Ferretti seated us at stools: facing 
the water. This naturally made us thirsty for some

local beverages. WOlffer Estate Vineyard’s ciders 
were onsite, but this particular scene cried out for 
Montauk Brewing Company beer—okay, we cried 
out for it—Wave Chaser IPA for Husband and their 
Summer Ale for moi. Ah. We lapped as the water did 
at the shore. 

The market fish that evening was a sizeable 
tilefish with asparagus and pepper, but when our 
server Patricia informed us (in her dulcet Argentinian 
tones) that the Lobster Cobb Salad can serve four, 
we decided to just pair that with a couple apps— 
the Baked Cherry Stone Clams and _ roasted 
cauliflower with a tahini-inflected dipping sauce. 
We were fools to think we might have room left 
for a Banana Split Sundae. Five clams stuffed with 
chopped clam meat, bread crumbs and parsley and 
a netted lemon half on a wooden plate met with 
Husband’s comment “Oh! That’s a cut above!” while 
I was still squeezing lemon juice onto my first over- 
stuffed shell. 

With our large and hearty napkins in place, we 
found the Lobster Cobb to be just the right size— 
massive. And it had a pleasantly primitive aspect, 
served as it is in a mango wood hand-carved bowl 
with wooden spoons. I was later delighted to find 


these bowls and a selection of Brooklyn Buttery’s 
compound butters for sale in Duryea’s market area— 
great gifts. 

Possibly even mayo-phobes would love this 
lobster salad. Most of its creaminess comes from 
its buttermilk dressing—buttermilk combined with 
tarragon vinegar, lemon juice, oil and fresh tarragon 
and other seasonings. It was apparent that executive 
chef Pierre Sudre has the good sense to merely turn 
up the natural salty-brininess of the lobster meat 
a notch. This nest of shredded decapod topped 
a mix of bacon bits, whole butter lettuce leaves, 
sliced cheddar cheese, cherry tomatoes, avocado 
and a perfectly cooked, chopped egg. Now that I’m 
in the: midst of writing my first cookbook, | have 
tremendous respect for the preparation of a perfect 
egg—tender but solid, not a speck of green. I got the 
scoop from the kitchen: “large quantity of boiling 
water, 2 soup spoons of white vinegar. Gently drop 
the egg in the boiling water for 9 minutes. Strain 
and cool down quickly under running cold water.” 
Pure genius slash expert know-how. (I'd been doing 
10 minutes with a tablespoon of baking soda in the 
water.) The cauliflower was also just as it should 
be—crisp-tender with a bit of caramelization. 

In addition to the natural light show in the sky, 
there was a floor show of sorts—while we ate, a 
horde of barefoot children scurried and skittered 
over the shore’s rocks and old pilings like so many 
designer-clad crabs. This casual dining setting on 
the water is an all-ages affair. In fact, if you’re a 
very small fry, you can purchase some new, cotton 
pajamas in the gift shop area. Do bring a jacket for 
when the sun has gone down. We were in and out in 
record time, so the cooling breezes were no problem. 
I hope they blow us back to Duryea’s soon.

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Dine with Spaghetti Westerners on the East End!

D espite the name, the Spaghetti Westerners are 
not always directly influenced by the legendary 
“spaghetti westerns” of Sergio Leonne or, specifically, 
the iconic music of those films composed by Ennio 
Morricone. In words and music, the group paints 
vivid images that are more East End, or East Village, 
than way out West. 

And, despite their name, they didn’t set out to 
play restaurants, but that’s where you'll often find 
them. You may have caught them at the Coast Grill 
in Noyac, Buddhaberry in Sag Harbor, Montauk’s The 
Hideaway or Saltbox, Harbor Bistro in East Hampton 
or Springs Tavernal. 

The group is made up of Dante Mazzetti, its lead 
vocalist who plays guitar and mandolin, Smokin’ Joe 
Haines on bass and Bopa King Carre on drums. As a 
solo artist, Mazzetti has opened for Ben Folds Five, 
Guster and others. 

The group uses the rockabilly trio template of the 
Stray Cats, but its sound is more subtle with noir 
touches and bluesy harmonica. Lead singer Mazzetti 
at times recalls Craig Finn of The Hold Steady. Of all 
the Spaghetti Westerners’s music, the song that most 
faithfully borrows from Morricone is “Cold Rain.” 

While Haines is the only member currently residing 
on the East End, the group has been very much a part 
of the East End scene. Though they also perform at 
venues outside of the East End and Manhattan, the 
group has a regular Hamptons residency Sunday 
nights at Harbor Bistro and Tuesday nights at the 
Springs Tavern. 


What inspires or influences individual members 
and the group collectively? 

Joe Haines: I think we do a good job of inspiring 
each other. We get excited when we know we’re 
going to play a show together. We aren’t necessarily 
fixated on playing things perfectly; we’re more 
concerned with making sure the band and everyone 
watching us has a good time. 

What sets your music apart from other groups on 
Long Island, or in general? 

Dante Mazzetti: I think Spaghetti Westerners is 
unique in the way we challenge the audience to 
accept a very raw form of rock. Our sound relies 
on the pure tone we get from our vintage gear, 
rather than effects and pedals. We take a song that

sounds like an old Carl Perkins, and lace in a little 
Howlin’ Wolf. It’s subtle, but it’s present. It creates 
a very cool retro, but original, sound. | think we’re 
unusually stripped down sounding for a rock band. 
Our instruments are naked but they are okay with 
their bodies. 

Haines: The Spaghetti Westerners started almost 
like taking a vacation for us. Dante, Bopa and I play 
the songs we want to play. That’s all we do. We 
seldom have a set list. It feels less like a gig and more 
like jamming in mom and dad’s basement on a school 
night. It’s pretty liberating. 

Mazzetti: It only became a serious act when we 
realized that audiences were starved for the same 
feeling that we got out of this fun style of rock ’n’ roll. 

Is the band influenced by spaghetti western films 
or by the music of those films? 

Haines: The name is certainly influenced by the 
genre. The characteristic reverb-drenched guitars of 
the spaghetti western scores are definitely present 
in our music as well. Before we release anything 
publicly, I listen to every one of our mixes while 
driving through the Arizona desert. 

Bopa King Carre: | always carry a pocket-sized 
promotional photograph of Ennio Morricone in my 
shirt, closest to my heart, whenever I do these

Mazzetti: I like spaghetti and reverb. 

Why do people seem to love the music you play? 

Mazzetti: | think one of the reasons people 
enjoy Spaghetti Westerners so much is that our 
music is a reaction to the modern age. Listeners are 
constantly burdened with overproduced sounds 
and formulaic music. At times it feels distant to the 
soul and disconnected from emotion. Our music 
is grounded in that approach. Our goal is to connect 
with the audience and give them something that 
they can’t get out of a pair of headphones. If 
we aren’t able to connect with the audience, and 
they aren’t having fun, what’s the point? In that 
case, we might as well just keep our faces buried 
in those soul sucking boxes called iPhones. But 
I think there’s a better way. That’s what we are 
trying to do. fi.
